•poxy vas ooepared to adhesive present on the Q5 specimen 
(Laboratory number 00601001 S/D YR-ZM). Based upon the 
comparison examinations conducted, the K100 and Q5 adhesives 
were determined to match in color, type and composition. 
Therefore, it vas concluded that the adhesive from Q5 could 
have originated from the K100 specimen. 


The K60, K62, K68, K80, K84, K85, K97, K102, K108 and 
Kill specimens (which consist of duct tapes, adhesives and 
black tape) exhibited different physical characteristics from 
the tapes and adhesives present in the Q9 through Qll 
(Laboratory number 00601001 S/D YR-ZM) and Q23, Q30, Q35, Q44, 
Q64, Q87, Q134, Q149, Q160, Q180, Q200, Q243 and Q259 
(Laboratory number 00601005 S/D YR-RF) specimens.

As you know, a bombing incident in Oakland, California in May wi990 injured two 
constituents from my Congressional District: JodrBari, and Dary/Chemey, who belong to 
the environmental group "Earth First!" * 

As of this date, the joint investigation by the FBI and Oakland Police Department has not 
resolved this case, and ma ny questions remain unanswered. In my district, concerns have 
been raised regarding the FBI’s response and subsequent investigation of the bombing. 
Allegations have been made that the FBI has not been objective in its investigation of the 
bombing, and has not pursued all leads. 

As a former Police Officer and Criminal Investigator, I would like to satisfy myself that an 
unbiased and comprehensive investigation is currently underway. Specifically, I request a 
written response to the following questions.
